The Applicant has argued that neither the Anderson nor the Li reference discloses displaying an indicator showing which groups contain 
one or more items currently visible in an item presentation area. 

In response to this argument, the Examiner respectfully diagrees. Please refer to Anderson, column 9, lines 16-26 and column 4, lines 
23 - 33, wherein it has been interpreted that, because the user is able to use "scroll" and "select" buttons for use within the user interface, 
these buttons enable a user to scroll through multiple items of the user interface, such as within a menu display of category names. 
Therefore, in order for a user to select a "particular" category name using the user interface, such category names are thus indicated in 
some fashion so that a user can know which "particular" category name to select. Furthermore, an indicated particular category name that 
is selected also serves as an indicator as to which category items are now currently visible. 
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
